An A tlantic Port, June 4.— Three hundred of the passengers and 
crew of the torpedoed steamship Carolina were picked up at sea by 
the Etta B. Douglass. 
The schooner anchored a mile off an inlet 
near~here at 1:30 o’clock ths afternoon, apparently awaiting orders 
for the disposition of its shipwrecked cargo. 
In addition seven members of the crew were landed at the inlet 
w harf by a coast guard life boat. They consisted of M artin Carroll, of 
N ew ark, N. J , and six Porto Ricans, 
file men tarried long enough to 
say “ they Im*! a tough time*’ arid then they whisked off to the coast 
guard Elation, where they were suppited with much needed food.

Washington, June 4.— Navy department officials believed today the 
subm arine, or submarines, that sank probably more than ten vessels 
off the Atlantic coast was on its w ay back to its base, and that the 
attacks made recently are now over for the time being at least. 
Secretary Daniels announced rn the morning no additional advices 
of submarine activities had reached the department.

As we were not allowed to write 
Anything hut prison cards, writing was 
aut of the question; and as we had no 
reading m atter to speak of, reading 
was nil. 
W e had nothing to do to 
t>ass aw ay tin* time, so consequently 
cards became our only diversion, for 
we 
did, 
fortunately, have some of 
these. 
T here wasn’t very much money as a 
rule in circulation, and I think for once 
In my life I held most of that, not due 
to any particular ability on my part 
in the game, but I happened to have 
several hundred francs in my pockets 
when shot down. 
Hut we held a lot­ 
tery that was watched without quite 
such intense interest as that. 
T he 
drawing was always held the day before 
to learn who was the lucky man. There 


t when I should escape 
: It was not a sacrifice easily made 
j either, but instead of eating bread I 
ate pears until I finally got one piece 
of bread ahead; and when I could 
force myself to stick to the pear diet 
again, I saved the other piece from 
that day’s allowance, and in days to 
come I had cause 114 credit myself fully 
for the foresight. 
W henever a new prisoner came in 
and his German hosts had satisfied j 
themselves as to his life history and 
taken down all the details— that is all 
he would give them— he was immedi­ 
ately surrounded by his fellow prison­ 
ers, who w ere eager for any bit of 
new s or Information he could possibly 
give them; and as a rule he was glad 
to tell us, because, if he had been rn 
the hands of the Huns for any length 
of time, lie had seen very few English 
officers. 
T he conditions of this prison were 
had enough when a man was in nor­ 
mally good health, but it was barbar­ 
ous to subject a wounded soldier to 
the hardships and discomforts of the 
place. 
However, this was the fate of 
a poor private we discovered there one 
day in terrific pain, suffering from 
shrapnel in his stomach and back. All 
o f us officers asked to have him sent 
to a hospital, hut the doctors curtly 
refused, saying it was against orders. 
So the poor creature* went un suffering 
from day to day and was still there 
when I left— another victim of Ger- 
! man cruelty. 
At one time in this prison camp there 
I were a French marine, a French flying 
officer, two Belgian soldiers, and of the

I was fortunate enough to j 
win the prize twice. 
One man— and I think la* was the ' 
sm allest eater in the camp— won it on j 
three successive days, hut it w’as well : 
for him that his luck deserted him on 
the fourth day, for he probably would 
have b een handled rather roughly by I 
the rest of the crowd, who were grow- , 
lug suspicious. 
But we handled th**! 
drawing ourselves and knew there was , 
nothing crooked about it, so he was j 
Spared. 
W e were allowed to buy tiears, and I 
being small anc] very hard, they were j 
used as the stakes in many a game.

our guards made us stop a moment 
or two while they passed sneering 
remarks among themselves. 


One of the most interesting souve­ 
nirs I have of my imprisonment at 
Courtrai is a photograph of a group 
of us taken in the prison courtyard. 
The picture was made by one o f the 
guards, who sold copies of it to those 
of 
us who 
were 
able to 
pay 
his 
price— one mark apiece. 


As we faced the camera I suppose 
we all tried to look our happiest, but 
the majority of us, I am afraid, were 
too sick at heart to raise a smile, 
even for this occasion. 
One of our 
Hun guards is shown in the picture 
seated at the table. 
I ain standing 
directly behind him, attired in my fly­ 
ing tunic, which they allowed me to 
wear all the time I was iii prison, as 
is the usual custom with prisoners of 
war. 
Three of the British officers 
shown in the picture, in the fore­ 
ground, are clad in “shorts.” 


Through all my subsequent adven­ 
tures I was able to retain a print of 
this Interesting picture, aud although 
when I gaze at it now it only serves 
to increase my gratification at my ulti­ 
mate escape, it fills me with regret to 
think that my fellow* prisoners were 
not so fortunate. 
All of them by tills 
time 
are 
undoubtedly 
eating 
their 
hearts up in the prison camps of in­ 
terior Germany. 
Poor fellows! 


Despite the scanty fare and the re­ 
strictions w e were under in this prison, 
w*e did manage on one occasion to ar­ 
range a regular banquet. 
The plan­ 
ning which was necessary helped to 
pass the time. 
At this time there were eight of us. 
We decided that the principal thing 
we needed to make the affair a suc-j 
cess was potatoes, and I conceived a 
plan to get them. 
Every other after­ 
noon they took us for a walk in the 
country, arid it occurred to rue that 
it would he a comparatively simple 
“Sure, and we have every nation that s 
m atter for us to pretend to he tired 
worth mentioning, including til** darn 
Germans with us whites.” 
Of course 
this was not translated to tin* Ger­ 
mans, nor was it even spoken in their 
hearing, or we probably would not 
have had quite so cosmopolitan a bunch. 
Each man in the prison was ready to 
uphold his native country in any argu­ 
ment that could possibly he started, 
and it goes without saying that I never 
took a hack seat in any of them with 
my praise for America, with the Cana­ 
dian and Chinaman chiming in on my 
side. 
B u t they were friendly argu­ 
m ents; we were all in the same boat 
and that was no place for quarreling. 
Every ct lier morning, the weather 
allowing, we were taken to a large 
swimming pool and were allowed to 


aud sit down when we came to the 
first potato patch. 
It worked out nicely. 
When we 
came to the first potato patch that 
afternoon, we told our guards that we 
wanted to rest a hit and we were 
allowed to sit down. 
In the course 
o f the next five minutes each of us 
managed to get a potato or two. 
B e­ 
ing Irish, I got six. 
When we got back to the prison, I 
managed to steal a handkerchief full 
of sugar, which, with some apples that 
we were allowed to purchase, we eas­ 
ily converted into a sort of 1am.
